Souhegan Engine, No. 2, in good condition and fully equipped. 

Neptune Engine, No. 3, in good condition and fully equipped. 

Both of these engines we have had thoroughly overhauled, and 
they were never in better working order. Neptune, No. 3, we have 
had revarnished. 

Hose Carriage, No. 1, in good order and fully equipped. 

Old Engine, No. 1, and Chemical Engine, are worthless and we 
recommend their sale. 


Host, ETC., ON HAND.—1700 feet of 2-inch hose, in good con- 
dition; 500 feet 24-inch hose, new; 100 feet 2-inch linen hose, in fair 
condition; 21 rubber coats, in fair condition; 5 ladders, in good con- 
dition; 2 hooks with chains and ropes complete; 4 signal lanterns. 


Engine House (needing painting and some other repairs), with 
steam apparatus for drying hose, new. Also, Fire Alarm in good 
order. 


We have deemed it necessary to place a steam-heating apparatus 
in the engine house, for drying hose. We fully tested it after How- 
ard, Frech & Heald’s fire, and it proved a success, drying the hose in 
one day that formerly required five days. 

We have sold worthless leather hose to the amount of seventy- 
three dollars. We recommend the purchase of 500 feet of hose, and 
the painting and repairing of the engine houses. Also, the purchase 
of two new hose carriages upon the completion of the water works.

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Report of the Board of Health. 


The Board in making the third annual report of 
its work, feel that what has been accomplished during 
the year just ended is the most important to the health 
interests of the town of any which has yet come under 


its notice and control. 


It will be remembered that at the last annual town 
meeting a vote was passed authorizing a survey for a 
system of sewers, and the sum of five hundred dollars 
was appropriated to defray the expense of the same. 
Accordingly satisfactory arrangements were made with 
Mr. George H. Allen, C. E., of Manchester, N. H., for 
the survey and construction of plans and estimates for 
building. This work was promptly and, we believe, effi- 
ciently performed. , 

The subjoined explanations and statements selected 
from his report of the proposed system, will give a gen- 
eral idea of this work. 


“To W. H. W. Hinds, H. S. Hutchinson and Wm. M. Knowlton, 
comprising the Board of Health for the Town of Milford : 

“GENTLEMEN — In June, 1888, I made a contract 
with you to make a survey of your village, and design 
a system of sewerage for the same. The field work was 
commenced July 9th, and completed August Ist, 1888. 
During this time fifty-seven streets and driveways, all 
the cemeteries, the new school lot, and all the old school

lots, and both sides of the Souhegan River were accu- 
rately surveyed; also levels were taken for the profiles 
of fourteen streets, and two lines through the fields, for 
the proposed outlets to the river. For making these 
surveys a party of five men were employed, of which 
three were citizens of Milford. 

‘Your problem of drainage is a difficult one, owing 
to the peculiar situation of your village, lying, as it 
were, in pockets, together with the fact that there are 
three dams across the river, rendering it necessary to 
conduct all the sewage down below the last dam. 

“These facts have compelled me to adopt round- 
about courses and very flat grades, with deep cuttings. 
My study has been to give you the cheapest possible 
method of disposing of your sewage, and at the same 
time do the work effectually; and, so far as I am able to 
judge, this is what I have given you. 

‘‘T have divided the system into four main sections, 
with three separate outlets into the river, and each of 
these main sections is sub-divided into two smaller sec- 
tions, independent of all others, except the mains. 


FIRST SECTION. 


“The first and principal section commences on the 
north side of the river, about fifty feet below the Wilcox 
dam, passing through the field to the Souhegan Canal, 
ninety-five feet from the gate; thence through the canal 
under the mudsill, and across the river to Maple Street ; 
thence through Maple Street to Union Square, and then 
through Union Square, east of the Oval, to Elm Street. 
This main will drain Elm Street, Union Street, and all 
east of it, Union Square, the section between Nashua 
and Maple Streets, and a part of South Street, as shown 
by the plan.

SECOND SECTION. 


“This section comprises all the remaining portion 
south of the river, and discharges into the river below 
the Wilcox dam, through a main in the rear of the Wil- 
cox mill, across Nashua Street and through Clinton Street. 


THIRD SECTION. 


“This section is really a branch of the first, using 
the same outlet from the foot of Maple Street, across 
the river, starting from the foot of Maple Street and 
following the south bank of the river, as shown on the 
plan, and across the river to a point opposite the Am- 
herst Street culvert. This main drains Amherst and Mt. 
Vernon Streets, and all north of them, together with a 
part of Souhegan and Pleasant Streets. 


FOURTH SECTION. 


“The fourth section has its outlet through the Sou- 
hegan Corporation lands in front of the easterly block. 
This, like the rest, is sub-divided, the west division taking 
Souhegan Street from the summit, and all the streets 
running into it; the east division taking the remainder 
of Souhegan Street and Border Street.” 


Following the outline of the separate systems, Mr. 
Allen gives an exhaustive analysis and explanation of the 
work, including a comparison of different systems of sewers 
—pipe laying, outlet masonry, back-filling of trenches, con- 
struction of man-holes and lamp-holes, construction of 
catch-basins, ventilation of sewers, sewer connections 
with houses, flushing of sewers, lines and grades, ‘depth

of sewers, relation of sewers to brooks and water-courses, 
trench cribs, etc., ete.; together with diagrams for con- 
struction of the various appurtenances with estimates of 
cost. 

This report, only a fragment of which is presented 
here, together with a set of excellent maps, furnishes to_ 
the town a collection of working plans, the importance 
and value of which cannot be overestimated. 

In presenting to the town the results of the year’s 
work, the Board desires to express its emphatic ap- 
proval of the disposition which has been manifested 
by appropriation and otherwise to further and encourage 
the efforts which are being made to render our town and 
village a beautiful and desirable place in which to live. 

The survey‘ and construction of a system and 
plans by means of which the building of suitable drains 
for any and every part of our village can be accom- 
plished is a step in the right direction ; a good begining, 
but it is only a beginning. Our experience during last 
spring and summer proved beyond a doubt that there is 
an alarming increase in the pollution of drinking water, 
and a growing danger from the lower and imperfectly 
drained portions of the soil. | 

We were, in our efforts for abatement of nuis- 
ances, again and again confronted by the fact that we 
were powerless to remove the danger of the poisoning of 
drinking water (except for a brief time), unless a means | 
was speedily furnished for the removal of accumulating 
filth. 

We have, fortunately, passed through another

season exempt from any epidemic of contageous or in- 
fectious diseases. Typhoid fever and diphtheria were 
both imported into our midst, but by suitable restric- 
tions were prevented from spreading. If, however, the 
matter of sewer building is not met squarely and 
promptly, we cannot hope for equal success in the man- 
agement of future cases. 

The disposition on the part of our citizens to cheer- 
fully and promptly comply with any directions for 
abatement of nuisances, has continued uninteruptedly. 
We ask, further, that you assist to make for yourselves 
healthiul homes and surroundings by furnishing the 
means for the removal of disease-breeding substances 
from them. 

A specific recommendation for a beginning in the 
work of construction will be made at our annual town 
meeting, and it is most earnestly desired by the Board 
that the matter will be favorably received, and an 
appropriation made in accordance with the needs as they 
will be presented.
